The American Peate Commisgion, for the 
first time since its appointment, met 3s a 
body to-day for two hours in the drawing 
room of the Continental Hotel. 

Mr. Ferdinand Peck, the United States 
Commissioner to the Paris Exposition of 
1900, is about to vacate his quarters in the 
same hotel. They were formerly occupied 
by the ex-Empress Eugenie, and have been 
used by Mr. Peck as offices until his per- 
manent offices on the Exposition grounds 
were in readiness. 

The suite of rooms which the former Em- 
press at one time used will probably be ac- 
quired by the American peace commission, 

hey will be used for executive sessions and 
Official heacaquarters, 

As the joint commission is not a delibera- 
tive body, it will posibly not organize with 
a presiding member from either commis- 
sion. 

This is deemed in some quarters to be the 
Wiser plan, as tending to promote closer 
working relations between the two aommis- 
sions and facilitating an ultimate adjust- 
ment, This, however, is not positive.

They Operate With Dynamite 
in an Indiana Town. 


FLORA, Ind., Sept. 27.—Bank robbers 
morning shot the cashier of the 
Farmers’ Bank and escaped with $12,000. 

So far absolutely no clew to the identi- 
of the thieves has been discovered. 
the most searching investigation 
by detectives and the citizens. 

William Lennon, the wounded cashier, si 
lying at his home and the attending phy- 
Sicilians say that there is not one chance 
in one hundred for his recovery. 

The safe of the bank was blown open 
by two explosions, between 2 and 3 o'clock 
this morning. The first charge of dyna- 
mite proving imsufficient, the burglars, 
despite the fact that they must have 
known that it had aroused the city, de- 
liberately prepared another charge which 
not only opened the safe but almost com- 
pletely wrecked the building. 

Cashier Lennon lives near the bank and 
Was aroused-by the first explosion. He at 
hurried to the bank and came upon 
the robbers just as they were leaving with 
their booty. He was unarmed, but never- 
theless bravely called upon them to halt. 
His only answer was the one pistol shot 
that will doubtless cost Aim his life. 

A few minutes later the street was 
crowded with citizens, who found the 
wounded bank official almost at the doors 
of the wrecked institution. Several of the 
residents earliest on the scene caught sight 
of the robbers as they fled after firing the 
fatal shot, and gave chase, but the fugi- 
tives first reached the railroad tracks and 
escaped on a hand car. 

Citizens who first saw the burglars differ 
as’ to their number, some saying two and 
others three. The cashier was unconsclous 
when found, and so far all efforts to re- 
store him long enough to describe the men 
have been unavailing. The burglars were 
masked, and those who saw them do not 
remember their appearance sufficiently well 
to be of much assistance in the chase. 

Bloodhounds were early upon the trail, 
but so far they have been unable to again 
find the scent after it was lost at the rail- 
road tracks. 

The thieves were evidently skilled and 
well informed of the bank’s business and 
of the neighborhood, as the amount of cur-

the Fever.

San Luis Potosi, Mexico, Sept. 27. 

Dr. Irene Toland of St. - Louis is dead 
at Santiago de Cuba. Funeral to-day. 

REBECCA TOLAND. 

Several years ago there came to St. Louls 
from Chapel Hill, Tex., Miss Irene Toland, 
charming young woman, with an 
ambition to become a physician. She at- 
tended the St. Louis American College and 
graduated there. Then she opened an office 
at Finney and Vandeventer ayenues. She 
was an able physician, and in a short 
while establisned a splendid practice. 

At the college she was retained as a mem- 
ber of the faculty, and a part of every day 
she devoted to the work there. She was 2 
good woman, of beautiful and womanly 
qualities, and she lived In the fullest love 
of those about her. 

When word came from Santiago in July 
that yellow fever had broken out in the 
American Army, Miss Toland quietly closed 
her office and left for the South. To her 
closest friends she expressed her belief 
that she was needed and it was her cuty to 
go. So she went, securming a position as a 
professional nurse and going direct to 
Shafter’s army. 

Her practice in St. Louis was worth from 
$300 to $400 a month, but she abandoned it 
for a $15 a month position, left the friends 
who lovéd her and sought to dissuade her, 
and hurried to fever-stricken Siboney as a 
minister of mercy in a place where women 
of her skill and gentle temperament came 
as angels to fever-stricken men. 

After she arrived at Santiago no word had 


come to her St. Louis friends until the 
telegram from the sister at San Luis Tues- 
day morning. It wrenched their hearts with 
poignant grief, for they had feared it would 
end so with the good woman, 

Dr. Toland was a single woman of 40 
years, ’a member of the Cook Avenue M. E., 
Chureh South, and had no relatives in St. 
Louis. 

Higher tribute could not be paid to her 
noble life, than to repeat, now that she is 
dead, her answer to the earnest impor- 
tunities of her friends when she left for 
the battlefield: ‘“‘They need me.’

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at the City Hospital Tuesday morning by 
what had eyery promise of being a big fire. 

Dense black smoke poured from the flue 
at the west end of the building. The flames 
issued from the top and the wind blew the 
smoke into Division No. 2, where scores of 
unfortunate women lay helpless on cota. 

Lown in the court beneath were several 
Score of convalescent male patients and a 
few employes. They could see the flames 
and smoke belching forth, and immediately 
set up a great shout. 

Patrick McCarthy, a painter employed in 
the institution, Hurriedly turned in a still 
alarm to the No. 14 Engine House. In a 
few moments the alarm was responded tu 
and the clanging of the gongs and the rat. 
tle of the hurse’s hoofs on the granite pav- 
ing as ihey ran at full speed to the hos- 
pital entrance added to the confusion. 

The excitement was greatest in the wo- 
men’s ward. This department is on the 
secend floor at the northwest corner of the 
building. The point where the smoke and 
flames were thickest was immediately 
above. The patients who were able to walk 
ran to the open windows and looked out, 
They were frightened, and shrieked with 
fear. They became panic-stricken. Dozens 
of women were on their cots unable to 
rise. Their fright was pitiable in the ex- 
treme. 

Annie Holmes, one patient who had been 
subjected to a serious surgical operation, 
was removed to the women’s ward oniy 
a few days ago. She had strict orders un- 
der no circumstances to leave her bed. 
She was weak and hysterical, and when 
sive saw the rcom filling with smoke, and 
could hear the screams of the other women 
in the ward the eries of the men in the 
court beneath, the puffings of the fire en- 
gines and the thread of the firemen with 
their heavy boots as the ran through the 
building, she Was overcome with fright. 
She sprang from her cot and with un- 
natural strength ran to one of the open 
windows. She might have cast herself out 
and been dashed to instant death had not 
nurses and other patients restrained her. 
For hours after quiet had been restored 
the Holmes woman lay trembling on her 
cot, crying hysterically. 

Other patients were frightened, but none 
suffered so seriously as did Annie Holmes. 

The firemen in a few moments after their 
arrival had lines of hose connected and 
had reached the top of the building. Then 
it was learned that there was no danger. 
The flue was merely burning out. The 
firemen gathered their apparatus together 
and quietly left. The doctors and nurses 
in the women's ward worked with their 
frightened patients, and soon the normal 
quietud® was restored. 

It has long been predicted that the pres- 
ent temporary City Hospital would at 
some time or other furnish the most 
dreadful holocaust that St. Louis ever 
knew. The hospital officials appreciate 
the sifuation and though they have done 
everything they can to avert such an 
occurrence they know, that if a fire ever 
does break out in the ramshackle old 
building and gains any headway before it 
is discovered, no power cansave the build- 
ing and hundreds of the helpless patients 
will meet a horrible heath in the flames. 

The firemen dread an alarm from Seven- 
teenth and Pine streets, where the hospital 
is located. Whenever an alarm from that 
neighborhood is sounded the newspaper of- 
fices send reporters at once to the spot, 
anticipating that which may come soone! 
or later if the hospital is Kept In its present 
quarters, Firemen, who always respond 
promptly to alarms, are always more 
prompt when the alarm comes from Sev-

Dr. Rice is a trustee of the Congregation- 
al Church, 4 member of several secret s0- 
cieties, was pension examiner under the 
Cleveland Administration, and at pres- 
ent editor of the Sandoval Free Press. 
Early in August, 1897, Dr. and Mrs. Rice 
went to Chicago on a visit, and while there 
Mrs. Rice was attacked with cholera mor- 
bus, which necessitated their return home 
Aug. 8 where she died two days later. 
Some time previous to the death of Mrs. 
Rice her husband had taken out life poli- 
cles in the following companies: Metropoli- 
tan, $2000; Supreme Court of Honor, $1000; 
Home Forum, $2000; Empire, $2000, making 
a total of $7000. In each instance the poli- 
cles were issued on the strength of an ex- 
amination made by Dr. Rice, he being the 
examining physician for each company. 

Three months after the death of Mrs. 
Rice a rumor obtained circulation reftect- 
ing strongly upon the actions of Dr. Rice 
during his wife's ‘last illness. This rumor 
reached the Metropolitan company, wno 
Sent an agent to make Investigation. He 
examined the proof of death and expressed 
no dissatisfaction, but deferred settlement

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VERNON, Tex., Sept. 27.—Rev. G. E. Mor- 
rison of Panhandle, Tex., is being tried here 
in the District Court for his life, the charge 
being for the alleged murder of his wife on 
Oct, 10, 1897. 

Morrison was the pastor’of the Northern 
Methodist Church at Panhandle, Tex. Ac- 
cording to the testimony his wife sang in 
the church choir and was in apparent good 
health: she was taken violently ill shortly 
after they returned from church, which was 
about 10 p. m.; her sickness was Ssoov fo!- 
lowed with c@nvulsions and spasms, she 
dying in about two hours. This was or Oct. 
10. 1897. The remains were interred on ‘Oct. 
12. On Nov. 19 following the body was ex- 
humed, the stomach and other parts re- 
moved and sent to the professor of toxicol- 
ogy at the State University at Galveston for 
analysis, in which traces of strychnine were 
found, 

According to the evidence, Morrison was 
in the meantime arrested at Topeka, Kan., 
by the Chief of Police, and held for forty- 
eight hours and turned loose, the laws of 
that State not permitting detention longer 
without suffiéient grounds, which at that 
time were not forthcoming. Later on H. M. 
Steel, the chief of police at Topeka, was 
wired by Texas officers to rearrest Mor- 
rison, and had several thousand copies of 
his photographs sent out to different parts 
of the country. 

About this time Steel swears he received 
a letter from Morrison from St. Louis, stat- 
ing that by the time this letter reached 
him that he (Morrison) might be dead. 
Steel kept persistently hunting for his man, 
tracing him through Illinois, Nebraska, 
Kansas and Colorado, to Fort Worth, Tex., 
and finally arrested him at Los Angeles, 
Cal., about April 1, 1898. 

Morrison was brought back to Panhandle, 
but secured a change of venue from that 
place to Vernon. The State’s evidence so 
far as taken is that Morrison was soon to 
marry @ Miss Annie Whittlesey of Topeka, 
Kan., she testifying on the stand to that 
effect <A letter was read which was dated 
a few days before his wife’s death, and ad- 
dressed to Miss Whittlesey by Morrison, 
Stating that he would have his ar- 
pangements made to be with her, and then 
they would get married. Another letter 
was read from Morrison to Miss Whittlesey 
which stated that the wife of his cousin, 
Guy E. Morrison, had just died, and that 
he would soon be with her. 

All the letters read were full of loving 
names, Al! the letters that Miss Whittle- 
sey from Morrison

REAL REVISION OF 
DREYFUS CASE FAR OFF. 


THE CABINET’S DECISION sIMPLY 
LEAVES THE MATTER UF AP- 
PEAL TO TRE COURTS. 


DEVIL'S ISLAND PRISONER 
WILL NOT SOON BE MOVED. 


Partial Victory for the Cause of the 
Jew Appears to Flave Been Due 
Mainly to Pleas of 
the Pr¢cmier. 


PARIS, Sept. 27.—It is understood that M. 
Brisson literally won consent from the 
Cabinet for a revision in the Dreyfus case 
after a remarkable display of eloquence 
and personal influence and the stormiest 
scenes. His strongest opponent was M. 
Sarrien, the Minister of Justice, who ex- 
pressed a desire to resign and warned the 
other Ministers that they were assuming 
a terrible responsibility. Viger and Marue- 
jouls, respectively Minister of Agriculture 
and Commerce, supported M. Sarrien. 

M. Brisson fell into a violent. passion and 
declared tearfully that the Ministers ought 
to credit him with understanding all the 
difficulties and the best way of meeting 
them. Should they abandon him by re- 
fusing a@ revision it would be to face dis- 
honor, 

The question now agitating France is as 
to what course President Faure will adopt. 
Some are of the opinion that he will do 
nothing beyond attempting to influence the 
Court of Cassation until it gives its decis- 
ion upon the question of tne grant of a 
new trial. Others, again, are convinced 
that the will not wait, and that, feeling 
Strong in the support of the chiefs of the 
army and assured, as he is, of the blind 
obedience of the Military Governor of 
Paris to his behests, he will at once, pro- 
ceed to dismiss the Cabinet, suspend the 
constitution and proclaim himself dictator 
by means of a coup d'etat, 

It must be understood that the decision 
of the Cabinet merely concerns the politi- 
cal aspects of the case, that is to say, it 
is equivalent to a declaration that in the 
event of the Court of Cassation, as the 
Supreme Court of Appeal here is called, 
finding that there are legal grounds tor 
quashing the former trial and ordering a 
new hearing of the case, the Cabinet will 
offer no opposition on politica! grounds to 
the execution of the verdict of the Court 
of Cassation. 

No steps will be taken, however, to bring 
back Dreyfus tod France until the Court of 
Cassation his pronounced upon the case, 
and this may be delayed for considerable 
time, judging by ube ordinary tortoise-like 
procedure of this*tourt. 

Mr. Maruejouls said: 

“It is not worth while to resign when it is 
known that we shall be overturned in a 
fortnight.”’

Have Returned Home.

Sheriff Makes Official Announcement 
That He Cannot Secure a Suffi- 
cient Foree .n Case Trouble 
Breaks Out Later, 


SPRINGFIELD, Il, Sept. 27.—The ne- 
gsroes from Birmingham, Ala., who were 
imported to work in the Virden mines, were 
sent back ts their homes last night. Sev- 
enty out of the 100 men left here at 12 
O'clock over the Illinois Central in two 
special coaches, which were provided by 
the United Mine Workers. 

Not one of the negroes was willing to 


go to Virden to work in the mines. Every 
man in the party feared to enter the stock- 
ade. 

Gov. Tanner has received a telegram from 
Sheriff Davenport stating that he is unable 
to swear in deputies, as the citizens vow 
that they would prefer to go to jail rather 
than act in that capacity. 

A committe of thirty miners representing 
the Virden, Staunton, Mount Olive and 
Moawequa fields called on Gov. Tanner yes- 
terday and presented petitions from 200 
miners and citizens asking the Governor to 
do aliin his power to prevent the importa- 
tion of foreign labor into the State. Gov. 
Tanner met the committee in h‘s office in 
the executive mansion and gave them a ful] 
hearing. 

The Governor said he did not approve of 
the importation of foreign labor of the class 
which had recently been brought to Illinois. 
as they were made up of ex-convicts and 
were undesirable citizens. The Governor 
said that these men were mostly loafers, 
and would only help to fill our peniténtiar- 
ies. He lamented the fact that under the 
constitution he was utterly powerless to 
prohibit these men crossing the borders of 
the State, but assured the committee that 
he would act in the future in the matter as 
he had in the past, and would s:e that or- 
der was maintained. The Governor said the 
striking miners would be protected as well 
as the operators, 

Thomas Williamson of Mount Olive acted 
as spokesman, and laid the petitions before 
the chief executive. State President Hunter 
of the United Mine Workers, and Secretary 
W, D. Ryan were present at the confer- 
ence, 

VIRDEN, Iil., Sept. 27.—The striking min- 
ers are greatly elated over the victory won 
in inducing the imported colored miners to 
return to their homes in Alabama, The oper- 
ators are greatly chagrined. Deputy Sner- 
iffs have arrived to remain within the 
stockade, but for the present their services 
are not needed. 

During the three days in which the strik- 
ers have been here, there has been perfect 
order in the city. 

Two hundred Springfield rifles and ammu- 
nition arrived last night from the Governor 
consigned to the Sheriff. The Sheriff is rap- 
idly mobilizing a force of deputies to pro- 
tect the next contingent of colored miners, 
expected to arrive, perhaps, the latter part 
of this week. 

The track of the Chicago & Alton was 
yesterday cleared of all miners by the 
Sheriff, the men quickly following the in- 
struction of the officer.

SARATOGA, N. Y., Sept. 27.—There is 
hardly an impartial observer here who does 
not believe that the ticket nominated by 
the Republican State Convention will be 
headed by Col. Theodore Roosevelt for Gov- 
ernor and Timothy L. Woodruff for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor. Chauncey M. Depew, 
who is to name Mr. Roosevelt, is positive 
that his candidate has an almost clear field, 

The leaders of the party have put the 
finishing touches on the platform, and 
that the document is ready to be reported 
to the convention to-morrow afternoon. It 
will be on@ of the briefest platforms ever 
adopted by a Republican State Conven- 
tion, comprising not more than 1000 words. 
The document will not be made public un- 
til it is reported to the convention, but 
the Associated Press is able to give a synop- 
sis of its principal planks. 

The platform will indorse the Admin- 
istration of Gov. Black and review the 
yroceedings of the last two sessions of the 
Genebhren Legislature. Beyond that the 
ylatform will not deal with State issues, 
ut will chiefly touch upon questions of a 
National scope, including an unqualified 
and vigorous indorsement of President Mc- 
Kinley'’s Administration, 

One of the most important planks wil! 
declare in favor of the retention of the 
Philippine Islands, and against the return 
to Spain ot any conquered lands. Another 
alonk will recommend the passage of a 
currency till, which shall reorganize the 
Goverfirent paper money on the basis of 
the gold standard. 

Around the crowded pease of the United 
States Hotel this morning moved Abraham 
rapes of New York, distributing circulars 
headed: 

“Quotations From Theodore Roosevelt's 
Essays, Published in October, 1897,"" and 
‘machine rule,."’ One of the extracts reads: 
“Page 117. An ideal machine has for its 
officers men of marked force, cunning and 
unscrupulous, and for its common soldiers 
men who may be either corrupt or moder- 
ately honest, but who must be of low intel- 
ligence. This is the reason why such a 
large proportion of the members of every 
political machine are recruited from the 
lower grades of the population.” 

Mr. Roosevelt's supporters merely laugh 
at the matter. There was a long conference 
of the friends of Gov. Black last night, 
but they gave out no statement except to 
say that they were still actively in the race 
with their candidate and still hoped to 
nominate him.

FEATURE OF THE HOLLAND SUBMARINE BOAT. 
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NEW YORK, Sept. 27.—I have made a 
descent in the Holland submarine boat yes- | 
terday afternoon off the Bay Ridge shore in | 
the upper bay. It was not a heart-breaking ! 
experience; there was nothing to make the 
heart jump up in the mouth, or cold chills 
run down the back. 

Submarine navigation is fairly pleasant. 
Its only drawback is too much heat, due 
to the narrow limits of the Holland and the | 
mass of machinery which fills that ex- 


traordinary craft. 

For several minutes I was twenty-three | 
feet below the surface of the water. If I! 
had known it at the time I probably would | 
have been nervous; but I didn’t. I thought 
the boat was still awash with the surface, 
and did not know we had started to dive. 
That fact in itself speaks eloquently for the 
behavior of the boat under water. re} 
had started, plunged gradually to a depth 
of twenty-three feet, had risen again, and 
during all that wonderful performance, | 
covering perhaps an eighth of a mile, 
didn’t know a thing about it, but was 
sitting patiently down in the bowels of 
the boat waiting for the excitement to] 
begin. The reason of my ignorance was | 
that ro ore snoke, the boat was as steady 
asa church, there were no windows to look 
out of to observe tne changes, there Was | 
no throbbing of engines, and the air was 
just the same as it was when I first en- 
tered the boat.

WASHINGTAN, Sept. 27.—‘‘Really I don’t 
know,” was the keynote of all Gen. Dodge’s 
answers as Chairman of the War Inquiry 
Commission, when questioned. by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter on what the committee 
would do. 

*‘To-morrow—perhaps we may know 
something to-morrow,” was the burden of 
his speech when again interviewed by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter in another effort to 
get a little light for the public. 

The members are in as great a haze as 
ever about what they are going to do and 
how they are to do it. 

When the star chamber meeting was over 
a Post-Dispatch reporter again put a num- 
ber of questions to Gen. Dodge. 

“What will be the scope of the inquiry, 


General?” 

“T'll. tell you to-morrow.” 
“When will you begin to summon wit- 
nesses?’’ 

“All that will be made known to-mor- 
row.”’ 

‘‘Have you decided upon what branch of 
the inquiry you will take up first?’ 

“T can possibly answer that to-morrow.” 
‘‘What is the nature of the work done by 
the commission. 

‘It was purely preliminary, a mere look- 
ing over the ground. A detailed statement 
of it will be given out to-morrow.”’ 

“Does the commission intend to sit be- 
hind closed doors throughout the investiga- 
tion and bar ihe public?’ 

“That has not been decided upon yet. To- 
morrow we may take up the question.”’ 

“What is the reason for holding these 
‘sessions in secret?’ 

“The commission decided they should be 
private.”’ 

Gen. Dodge, who acts as spokesman for 
the commission, said that from now on the 
board will sit each day from 10 a. m, to 
12:30 o'clock p. m. and from 2 to 4 p,. m. 
This means but four hours and a half of 
work a day. 

At this rate it is feared that the Investi- 
gation will drag to an interminable period, 
or until the popular indignation over evils 
of the war has abated. 

The expenses of the investigation promise 
to be enormous if the work is prosecuted 
on a comprehensive and thorough scale. At 
this time it is impossible to give figures 
of the probable cost of the inquiry to the 
Government. Nothing has vet been settled, 
not even the pay of the members of the 
commission. h hey are trusting to Provi- 
dence and McKinley for that. 

Notwithstanding the President’s instruc- 
tions, Washington refuses to take the com- 
mission seriously. Illustrative of this was 
an incident in front of room No. 363 when 
the secret session was going on.

DATE CAKHEH.—One ey of molasses 
half-cup of milk, haif-cup of brown sugar, 
one teaspoonful of soda, two eggs, pinch 
of salt, half-cup of butter—warined an 
beaten in after the flour—thrve cups 0 
flour, one pound of dates, stoned and cut 
in three or four pleces. A wholesome and 
good cake. No spice, The dates give suf- 
ficient flavoring. 


CORN SOUP.—Cut from cob three ears 
of corn. Put corn and cobs to boil in one 
quart of water. Cut a quarter of a pound 
of fat salt pork into tiny cubes and fry a 
light brown. When the corn is tender ree 
move the cobs and add the pork (there 
should be a tablespoonful heaped with the 
little cubes) and one quart of milk, a pinch 
of salt, a dash of paprika and one table- 
spoonful of butter and flour made into a 
paste. Boil five minutes and pour over hot 
crackers in the tureen; serve, 


PINEAPPLB PIE—Line a deep tin with 
yaste and fill with the following mixture: 
lalf can of shredded or grated pineapple, 
two cups of cold stewed tart apples, two 
cups of sugar and yolks of two .eggs. This 
will make two ples. Bake In a moderate 
oven and frost with the whites of the 
eggs beaten with two heaping teasponfuls 
of sugar. The tips are the bits of pastry 
left, rolled thin, cut in strips or triangles, 
spread with tter, then ge mus- 
tard; next grate over them thickly the best 
Herkimer cheese and bake brown.

Personally Miss Davenport was a woman 
of great charm. But it was the magnetism 
of force of character rather than the at- 
traction of beauty. She had the mind of a 
statesman and the keen intellect of a busi- 
ness man. She did not ‘‘talk shop.” She 
discussed. politics, literature and art with 
keen intelligence, but would rarely speak 
of her own work. She regarded acting as 
a business and she did not carry it to her 
boudoir. When she did talk about it, how- 
eyer, she had something to say that was 
worth the while. If she thought it ad- 
visable or expedient she would take her 
pen in hand and write a statement of her 
views on any subjected connected with her 
profession that the ablest manager might 
be proud of. She wrote as she talked, 
forcefully and to the point. 

“Acting is a trade,’’ she once gaid, “and 
a great many persons make a living by it, 
Some are fortunate enough to make money. 
Ar actor should take as much care to dis- 
pose of his wares to the best advantage 
as amerchant or a lawyer or an author.” 

Miss Davenport did not approve of ad- 
vertising, except in a_ strictly legitimate 
wav. When she was robbed of her jewelry 
in Memphis, Tenn., in 1887, she treated the 
almost as a bank president would 
if he were held up. 

An incident growing out of that robbery 
throws a light on a very pleasant phase 
of the dead actress’ character, 

The theft was committed by the night 
clerk of the Gayoso Hote!. He was a mere 
boy, working for a small salary, and he)ped 
to support his mother. On the opening 
night of Miss Davenport’s Memphis eén- 
gagement she and her husband—Edwin 
’rice—went to the hotel after the perform- 
ance. Mr. Price gave the clerk the casket 
containing Miss Davenport’s jewels. which 
were valued at about $18,000. The clerk 
looked at the glittering gems and fell. He 
put a bell boy on watch and caught a train

Miss Davenport, having lost nothing. did 
not want to prosecute, but the law in Ten- 
nessee does not give the person who is 
robbed the option of prosecuting or not 
prosecuting.

CHECKING OFF STATE BONDS AND 
LOOKING INTO POLICE 
SYSTEM. 


BUSINESS AND Pi EASURE 
WILL BE MINGLED. 


Calied on Western Union Telegraph Of- 
ficials to Consult About the 
St. Louis Money Sharks. 


A party of distinguished Missourians is 
camping in New York, and for the next 
ten days will see both eides of life in the 
metropolis, besides transacting important 
public business, 

The party comprises Gov. Lon V. Steph- 
ens, Harry B. Hawes, the youngest police 
cemmissioner in the ccuntry; ‘‘Handsome 
Jack,’ as the Chief of the St. Louis police 
John W. Campbell is known, and former 
Judge James . McCaffrey, secretary of the 
St. Louis Police Department. The party 
registered at the Hoffman House. 

A special to the Post-Dispatch from New 
York thus tells of their doings there: 

The Governor appeared in- the lobby of 
the Hoffman in a business suit. of mixed 
gray, a striped shirt and a brown derby 
hat. 

“Our visit to New York is partly official, 
partly one of business and _ partly for 
pleasure,” said he, with that peculiar drawl 
in piping treble which is characteristic of 
him. 

“Wirst of all, I have got half a day’s work 
signing my name and checking off the 
$3,000,000 of Missouri State bonds held by 
the State's fiscal agent, the American Ex- 
change National Bank, and the Nationa! 
Bank of Commerce, in this city, as securily 
for our indebtedness. hen I shall go with 
Police Commissioner Hawes to Presi- 
dent Thomas T. Eckert of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, to ask for reliel 
for the employees of that company in Mis- 
souri from an order which in effect de- 
prives them of the right to defend a suit 
brought against them to collect a debt, the 
order decreeing that if an employees wages 
are garnisheed, his employment ceases. 

“Then Police Commissioner Hawes and 
Chief Campbell are anxious to 1ookK into the 
New York police system and learn if there 

anything werth incorporating into the 

St. Louis metropolitan police system. We 
have come to see and learn. 

“After that we shall give 
to pleasure; drive through 
yuur public sights, do a 
and enjoy ourselves,

“By the way, I’m sorry we’ got here 
just as all your big guns are off to the State 
conventions, I suppose there is not a pol- 
itician of note left in New York?’

“Oh, I wish you would present me. I 
have heard much of Col. Oliver, Sergeant- 
oe of the Campaign Committee of 

The Paradise Park statesman, who was 
lounging on a settee in a black frock coat. 
tall hat, immaculate shirt front and that 
baby complexion which always marks him 
in a crowd, grasped the hand of Missouri's 
Governor and they were soon in a 16-to-1 
chat. 

_ Vice-President Henry B. Hawes of the 
St. Louis Police Board is a slender young 
man, seldom smiles and speaks slowly in a 
deep, soiemn voice. : 

“The Governor,” ‘he said, “‘is deeply in- 
terested in our police department, and ne 
and ¢ hief Campbell, Judge McCaffrey and 
myself will make the best use of our short 
stay in New York in gathering points about 
your system.

“The principal object of our visit,’ he

We have no adequate money 
laws, and the money lender charges 
much interest as he likes. Sometimes it is 
as high as 20 per cent a month, and a poor 
fellow who borrws $100 with which to de- 
fray the expenses of a child's funeral be- 
comes thereby a hopeless slave for the 
rest of his life.

interest on $100 on pay day is $10. The 
workman can seldom spare more than that.

AMERICAN TOBACCO STOCK HAS 
DROPPED MANY POINTS. 


DRUMMOND RUMORS THE CAUSE 


A Gcod Deal of Trading Has Been Done 
in the Stock and Many Rumors 
Have Been Started and De- 
nied by Interested 
Persons. 


American Tobacco is still on the toboggan, 
and touched its lowest point Tuesday, when 
it reached 132%. 

It closed Monday at 139% and opened 
Tuesday at 138 to 136. It sold down from 
that to 1324 and hovered in that vicinity 
sume time. Then it slowly climbed to 135 
and 136, where it was about noon, 

The largest trading was at 136, when 10,- 
000 shares changed hands. The stock showed 
little raliying power,although the Wormser 
interest was used for all it was worth te 
boost it. 

The principal buyers in New York were 
R. H. Bisell, M. and 8. Ladenburg and F. 
W. Savin. The sellers were R. H. Thomas, 
H. B. Hall, Juhus S. Bache and H. B. 
Hollins & Co. 

Brokers in St. Louis generally ascribe the 
weakness of the stock to the rumors of the 
sale of the Drummond Tobacco Co. to the 
American Tobacco Co. The last 1umor was 
sprung when the stock was held at 169 and 
thereabouts. Of course there was an im- 
mediate demand movement and holders un- 
loaded at the high price. They then indus- 
triously discredited the rumor, causing a 
reaction, from which the stock is now suf- 
fering, thereby being enabled to buy the 
stock back at its present price, many points 
below what they got for it. 

The rumor that a deal is on between the. 
Drummond and American companies is gen- 
erally credited by brokers in St. Louis.

CENTURY FIAUNTS 
VICE SHAMELESSLY. 


WHERE IS THE PUBLIC CENSOR? 


Empire Theater Stock Company Im- 
perilling Its Brilliant Record 
Upon an Unworthy Subject. 


Good acting often covers a multitude of 
sins, ‘but all the good acting of the Em- 
pire Theater Stock Company, which played 
“The Conquerors” at the Century Monday 
night, cannot soften the brazen effrontery 
of the vice in the play. It rather emphasizes 
it. 

The gross immorality of the theme is at 
times hidden by brilliancy of action and a 
rush of words, but a moment's sober 


thought reveals it as bare and ugly as the 
testimony in a police court on a Monday 
morning. 

“The Conquerors” is presented in a mag- 
nificent setting, with William Faversham 
and Miss Millward in the leading parts. 

The Prussians are victorious, a regiment 
of Uhlans is in possession of the Castle of 
Grandpre. The play opens with a group 
of young Officers singing and chatting in 
one of the rooms of the castle, hey 
begin to talk of “Eric Von Rodeck,” known 
as the “‘Babe.”” They laugh at his wild 
doings, and in the midst of their talk 
“‘Babiole de Granpre’’ comes in to protest 
against his conduct. She tells how he 
has just blown up the bric-a-brac in the 
room set apart for her sister and herseif, 
and even has wrecked the terra cotta 
Venus. Miss Conquest is Babiole, and 
looks sweet and innocent. The old Major 
in command strikes the keynote of the 
play by asking if the Venus was draped. 
No, it was not. . Then he instantly be- 
moans the sin of smashing an undraped 
Venus, and he and the young officers 
dwell upon the undraped Venus for an unh- 
necessary length of time, 

At this point a squirrel In a tin cage is 
allowed the stage for several minutes, so 
that ‘Capt. Theobald Korner,” Mr. Whee- 
lock, Jr.. the only ‘‘gentleman” in the play, 
and ‘‘Babiole’’ may do a little love making. 

Then “‘Babe’’ comes in with a swagger. 
By way of a joke he takes a few shots 
with his revolver at the Grandpre family 
portraits, which he has already been at 
work on, by painting mustaches on the 
women and otherwise spoiling them. 

The young officers agree that it is very 
dull in the castle, and that they could not 
do better than have the dancing girls from 
Paris up to a banquet. 
that it would be an insult to the ladies in 
the castle, but he is easily persuaded, and 
in troop the girls. ready for all kinds of a 
time, and they have it. 

‘‘Babe”’ asks each one her name, and then 
assigns them to the other officers, who pro- 
ceed to take all sorts of liberties. They 
sit down to a banquet. ‘“‘Babe’”’ first pinches 
his girl until she is ready to fight, then 
they kiss and make up, and just to show 
how much he cares he bites her on the neck 
and starts another row. 

About this time Yvonne de Grandpre ap- 
pears and protests. ‘‘Babe” declares that ail 
the women are theirs to do with as they 

lease, and informs Yvonne that before it 
s all over she, too, will be his. She dashes 
a cup of wine in his face, and while he 
struggles with his fellow officers the cur- 
tain falls. 

The second act is at the cabaret of “The 
Silver Trout.”’ 

Yvonne is there to meet her brother, the 
Baron de Grandpre. Babe and two others 
come in while Yvonne is in her foster sis- 
ter’s room. Babe learns of her presence 
and throws dice with his brother officers to 
see which shall have her. He wins, and ac- 
cording to the terms proposed they agree 
to allow him a free hand, so they depart. 
The drunken innkeeper has the same de- 
signs upon Yvonne as has the Babe. 

A scene follows between Babe and 
Yvonne which is frankly brutal. The 
man tells her just what he proposes, and 
she throws herself”“upon his mercy. He 
weakens and ‘goes out, a moment later; 
returning, he finds the drunken inn Keeper 
strangling the woman and kills’ him. 
Through the greater part of the rest of the 
play Yvonne believes that it was Babe 
who strangled her and who murdered the 
inn keeper for trying to save her. She is 
presumed to be a sweet, innocent girl, well 
brought up, so she proceeds to stick a knife 
in his back and fall desperately in love with 
him. For the man she believes to be a 
brute she betrays her brother, in order 
to save the Babe, whom she has con- 
cealed in her bedroom. She hears him con- 
fess the murder and it only makes her 
love him the more. 

The play ends with Yvonne clinging to 
Eric von Rodeck, the Babe, because his 
commanding officer has told him to go and 
blow up a bridge and at the same time do 
the army a service by blowing himself up 
along with it. 

There is a moral pointed in the play. 
Shameless sin is flauntea § insultingly 
through it all without the shadow of an ex- 
cuse. 

There was a pretty audience, with many 
young women in it, and they all avoided 
talking of the main topics of the play. 
They were compelled to take refuge in the 
discussion of the minor incidents. 

The play will try to run two weeks.
